The President’s Visit

Los Angeles was signally honored Thursday with the
visit of President Eisenhower, This was more than a political
event; it was a visitation from a truly great man who,
peculiarly, has been so successful in retaining popularity in
public office, that politicians and candidates of the opposing
party earnestly are trying to jump on his bandwagon,

The current chant from Democrats seeking re-election,
that they are the ones who are cooperating with the presi-
dent, is as spurious as a counterfeit bill. It is smart politics
on their part and attests to the high regard in which Presi-
dent Eisenhower is held by all Americans irrespective of

political faith.

At the same time, there are certain Republicans who
have made the President’s first two years in office difficult,
Yet, because it is election time, they,also are tripping over

the Eisenhower coattails.

President Eisenhower’s visit to Los Angeles was climaxed
by his warm and down-to-earth address at the magnificent
assembly in Hollywood Bowl. This was a different kind of
political meeting; it was more like a vast gathering of Ameri-
cans assembled to hear a report from their leader in an at-
mosphere devoid of political fanfare and corny hullabaloo.

Setting the keynote for this dedicated theme were the
great Mormon church choir and hundreds of Boy Scouts
proudly carrying the American flag. Loud-mouthed minority
groups and ward-healers were conspicuous by their absence,

their seats filled with plain Americans who love their countr

and their president.

There is no denying that President Eisenhower's visit
to Los Angeles was political. Openly he pleaded for a loyal
congress, one he could trust to help him retain peace and
prosperity. For him fo have done otherwise would have
stamped him as a man of lesser character and an ingrate to
those in his party’s ranks who have worked so loyally for his

success.

Like millions of others, we liked Ike in '52. And we like

him more in '54.

KENOW YOUR INDORSERS

People do millions of dollars
worth of business every day by
using checks instead of ready
eash, So it is vital that we have
safeguards against crooks and
swindlers,

The law sets up rules to pro-
tect us, One of these rules says:
Know your indorsers! The case
of Hank, the service station op:
erator, will show you why,

“Let me seerthe check,” said
Hank, The stranger handed him
& check made out to Ray Gay
for $100, and signed by “John
Jones."

“Sure I know John Jones,”
sald Hank, “Do business with
him all the time—good as gold,
I'll cash it for you, Just put
your name on the back of it.”

Later, the check bounce!
*Ray Gay" was not Ray Gay,
Hank had not identified the in-
dorser of the check, He had no
Idea where to find the stranger,
Result he was out one tire and

The next week a friend, Rex
Fenders, came In, ordered $4

Under the Negotiable Instru-
ments Law, anyone who in-
dorses a check warrants that it
is good and that the signatures
are genuine, Suppose, then, a
check is worthless, or the mak-
er or indorser’s signature has
been forged, Then you may col-
leet back the amount of the
check from the last indorsor,

In Tact, all indorsers ave lia-
ble to make the check good., As
among themselves, each one is
presumed to be liable in the
order in which he indorses the
check, Thus, later indorsers
usually take legal action
against earlier ones,

dorser, your chances of collect
